I wish I were as 
sure of my own salvation or of anything in 
this world as I am that ho would be a Re­ 
publican. [Applause.] If he and I were 
alive forty years from now, and ho were not 
a candidate, I would vote for the name, 
Abraham Lincoln.” [Applause.] Loud burets 
of laughter greeted the inquiry “(*ould Liu 
coin be a Mugwump.” 
A letter from Mr. Blaine was then read In 
which, after ex pressing his regret at being 
unable to attend,he says tho fame of Lincoln 
like that of Washington, will not diminish as 
the years go by. The celebration of Lincoln s 
name is a celebration, wrote Mr. Blaine, ol 
the Republican party, to the principles of 
which he was sincerely attached Mr. Blaiue 
concluded: “The Republican party makes 
no attempt to narrow the possession of a 
fame that is recogulzod in all continents, 
that will last through all centuries; that 
belongs to humanity; but tho political or 
ganizatiou which supported Mr. Lincoln has 
tho right to claim tho prestige of his name as 
t continues to labor in the great field where 
he wrought until the harvests of his planting 
shall l*i gathered aud garnered.”

C h ic a g o , Feb. 1 4.-T he lo ng hunt fo r the 
murderer o f Kello g Nicho ls, the ex press 
messenger who was killed by train ro bber* o n 
the Ro ck Island railway in March, 188b, 
seems to be co ming to a clo se with the pro s­ 
pect that the guilty will be bro ught to 
justice. 
At any rate two m en are no w in 
jail at Mo rris, 111*., charged with co mplicity 
—Schwartz and Newto n Watts, brakemen o n 
the train upo n which the ro bbery was co m­ 
mitted. 
Schwartz was arrested in this city 
so me time ago o stensibly fo r bigamy , but 
really to ho kl him o n the grav er charge. He 
was taken to Mo rris, arraigned and sent to 
jaU, but all effo rts to o btain a co nfessio n 
fro m him were unav ailing. The Pinkerto ns 
were co nv inced that they had o ne o f the 
men, and kept at wo rk, and Anally wjre re­ 
warded fo r their persistence. 
It will be remembered that one of the cir 
cuinstances that lead to the suspicion that 
Schwartz had a hand in the robbery was the 
fact that a month or two afterw ard he 
seemed to have a good deal more money 
than hit salary would give him. He wai 
known to have spent several $50 bills, anc. 
the stolen money was largely of that denom­ 
ination. 
Acting upon this fact about a week 
ago Mr. 
Pinkerton sent word to

Schwartz that he wanted to see her. 
called at the agency and there was questioned 
by W. A. Pinkerton. 
For a ;long time she

The Clay company attacks the Bell company 
on the absence of some legal formalities in 
its organization as well as otherwise. 
The 
People’s company claim that the telephone 
was the invention of Daniel Drawbaugh, of 
Pennsylvania, and that he first produced 
both the magneto and the carbon telephone. 
The Overland company deny the validity of 
the Bell patent on all of the above-mentioned 
grounds, and also charge that Bell, by cor­ 
rupt aid of a patent and the corrupt conduct 
of ah examiner in the patent office, purloined 
from Elisha Gray his invention of trans­ 
mitter. 
This in brief outlines the different 
directions from which came the great and 
combined onslaught on the Bell people in the 
supreme court 
, 
Bell’s lawyers met the assaults of their an­ 
tagonists in those five cases with the claim 
that to make a telephone of the Reiss device 
was a scientific impossibility; that Draw­ 
baugh was a charlatan and imposter, and 
that Gray had himself admitted that Bell 
had created the telephone. 
The court has some knotty and intricate 
questions to decide, and months may elapse 
before a conclusion is reached in these cases, 
such as: Whether the laws o f electricity 
and acoustics can be monopolized by a dis­ 
coverer of their power in combination. 
If, 
yes, then who was the discoverer t It nay, 
then how much of the telephone is patent­ 
able \ Whether Drawbaugh’s claim to prior­ 
ity of invention is good, and whether Gray’s 
caveat furnished Bell the basis of his patent 
It is the opinion of many people, including 
it is said, the Bell people themselves, that the 
greatest danger to the Bell patent comes 
from the 
Drawbaugh patent, whose at­ 
torney’s produced what they claimed was 
overwhelming testimony that their client ex­ 
hibited a speaking telephone at his shop near 
Harrisburg, Pa., long before the date of 
Bell’s patent. 
Several witnesses have sworn 
that they talked through it. Mr. Storrow, 
for the Bell company, Mr. Lowery for the 
Molecular company, and Mr. Lysander HiM 
for the Drawbaugh company, made the 
scientific arguments before the court, and 
each seemed to have completely mastered all 
oxisting knowledge and all prevailing the­ 
ories concerning the laws of sound and elec­ 
tricity. They were listened to with close at­ 
tention and were often questioned by the 
judges. 
The case can not be decided until each 
judge has examined the record, some 30,000 
pages, as fully as he desires. 
Then in a con­ 
sultation of the court the judgment of each 
member will be given, and then the chief 
justice will assign to one of the majority the 
duty of writing the opinion of the court. 
A 
copy of the record is now at each judge’« 
room. Whether the month’s vacation just 
taken by the court will afford sufficient time 
for its examination is somewhat doubtful Th» 
opinion may be reached in time to be written 
and announced before the adjournment in 
May, or it may not be ready for announce­ 
ment before the October term.

Unless the charter is granted they 
will not rejoin the knights at all. 
They de­ 
clared their preference for the Central La­ 
bor union. 
The Brewery Wagon-Drivers 
union, representing 1,500 men 
took the 
same action. 
District assembly 49 met in the afternoon. 
The strike conference committee reported 
that the bag-sewers, elevator men, riggers, 
grain-handler^, ’longshoremen and freight- 
handlers refused to go to work as ordered by 
49, unless taken back in a body. The meet­ 
ing was a stormy one. 
The local assembly of the K. of L. com 
prising the dry goods salesmen have adopted 
a resolution denouncing 
District Master 
Workman Quinn for declaring before the 
legislative Investigating committee that he 
wgs in favor of the confiscation by the gov­ 
ernment of all property .real and personal, and 
the operation by it of all busineet and indus­ 
trial enterprises.

m unuracture o f H airpins. 
For years the English and French con­ 
trolled the manufacture of hairpins and it 
is only within the last twenty years that the 
goods have been produced in this country to 
any extent. The machinery used is of a deli­ 
cate aud intricate character, as the prices at 
which pins are sold necessitates the most 
rapid and cheapest process, which can only 
be procured by automatic machines. 
Tho 
wire is made expressly for the purpose and 
put up in large coils, which are placed in a 
clamp, which carries it to the machine while 
straightening it; from there it runs in another 
machine, which cuts, bends and, by a deli­ 
cate and instantaneous process, sharpens the 
points. 
Running at full speed, these ma­ 
chines will turn out 120 hairpins every min­ 
ute. To economize, it is necessary to keep 
them working night and day. The difficult 
part of the work is the enameling, which is 
done by dipping in a preparation and baking 
in an oven. 
Here is where the most constant 
and careful attention is required, as the pin 
must lie perfectly smooth and the enamel 
have a perfect polish. The slightest particles 
of dust cause imperfeetness and roughness, 
which is objectionable. — Brooklyn Citizen.

THE SEWERS OF PARIS. 


A P leasu re T rip U nd er th e Street* of th e 
G ay M etrop olis. 
Excursions under Paris form one of the 
features in the movement for the l*enefit of 
the sufferers from tho recent floods in France, 
and the gorgeous sewers are liberally patron­ 
ised by the fashionable world. A reporter 
of The Oil Bias gives this description; 
“We started from the Place Chatelet at 3 
o'clock and descended a little winding stair­ 
case, the steps and walls of which were cov­ 
ered with a green cloth fringed by a red bor­ 
der. There is not the slightest danger of soil­ 
ing y our clothes or of encountering the 
slightest disagreeable odor. On arriving at 
the foot of the stairs a fine display of fruits 
and vegetables was the first thing to greet 
our ey es. These products were from Genne- 
villiers, and were grown in gardens that are 
watered by the sewers. We got into a 
wagon, in which were seats for twenty per­ 
sons. Off we went, shoved along by solid 
look ing fellows, all neatly dressed. Above 
us was a mass of tubes and pipes. They are 
the water pipes, the two largest containing 
our drink ing water from tho Vaune and 
the water of the Ourcq, whiah is used for 
washing tho streets and sidewalk s. Then 
there are the pneumatic tubes, in which we 
can hear tho rattle of the dispatch boxes as 
they shoot along. 
“Suddenly we heard tho passengers in tho 
wagon ahead of us uttering cries of admira­ 
tion. 
We were under the Hue do ltivoli, but 
soon wo reached the crossing of the Hue du 
Pont Neuf. This tunnel is lighted from end 
to end with garlands of colored lamps. The 
effect is fairy lik e. The same effect is repro­ 
duced under the Hue du Louvre, tho Hue do 
Richelieu and the Place des Py rnraides, where 
precisely under the statue of Joan of Are ap­ 
pear in luminous glass the arms of the city of 
Paris. 
We passed along, still following tho 
Rue de Rivoli, where each house has its num­ 
ber in the sower, just as in tho street, until we 
reached the Place de la Concorde. Thero tho 
electric lights, crossing their fires with the re­ 
flections of the Venetian lamps, turn the 
square into a sort of ball room. Nothing is 
wanting, not even the music. We all got out 
of the wagons to embark in large boats fur­ 
nished with cushioned seats. Tho music was 
in the first boat, which was decorated with 
flags and lamps. The boats were started. 
We followed tho entire route of the Rue 
Roy ale by the light of fifty dazzling electric 
lights. 
“After a quarter of an hour in this boat we 
landed at the foot of a staircase, which we 
mounted, and in threo minutes we were 
above ground at La Madeleine. It is much 
colder in the streets than it was in tho sow­ 
ers, where the temperature, summer and 
winter, is alway s uniformly pleasant.”—-New 
York Sun. _________________ 


Organized Charity in Chicago. 
The Provident wood y ard is an institution 
for the confusion and discomfiture of tramps. 
It is in charge of a stony hearted y oung fel­ 
low named McAuliff. It is under the direc­ 
tion of the Charity Organization society , and 
is self-supporting. 
When a tramp ask s a 
charity organizer for help the charity or­ 
ganizer refers him to the central office and 
the central office sends him to the Provident 
wood y ard. When he gets there Mr. Mc­ 
Auliff helps him to a bucksaw and a few 
large bundles of wood and shows him how to 
saw for a living. The tramp saws may be 
half an hour, and then goes on a strike, curs­ 
ing charity organizations and monopolies in 
general, and the man who invented a buck­ 
saw in particular. But if he sticks to work 
for two hours or so, until he has one-six th of 
a cord of wood sawed into kindling, he earns 
a ticket which is good for a 10 cent meal or a 
10 cent lodging. Then, when he has walked 
two miles or so to the eating house and gorged 
himself on what his ticket calls for, bo has 
received a good practical lesson in the virtue 
and reward of honest toil—Chicago Tribuna

Then* are « bout 200 heathen idol* in tin* 
c ity , of which the Presby terian collection has 
eighty fi vo. These embrace idols from China, 
India, Mexico and Africa, ami include a 
sufficient variety to satisfy the most pro- 
nounced heathen. 
A heathen god doesn't 
pride himself on his tieauty , but robes on his 
horrid grotesqueness to send a chill down the 
baek lxmo of his devote« « . One of the three 
Mexican idols is of wood. Tho sculptor evi­ 
dently used a jack k nife, and gave the idol 
great angularity in all directions, (-specially 
at the k nee and elbow joint*. The arms meet 
in front without the intervention of hands. 
The body is very long and the face utterly 
without expression. Another Mexican speci­ 
men resembles the old Aztec deities, with 
heavy masses of stone carving about tho head, 
a stern expression in the face, and vigorous 
ugliness strofigly predominant in every feat­ 
ure. The third of the Mexican gods 
is of 
wood and resembles a coal heaver with a pro­ 
fusion of black paint on his face, heavy 
muscles and a garment of green cloth. 
There is one African idol. Its countenance 
look s lik e h distorted negro face, with lips as 
if cut apart by a huge plow. The nose is of 
triangular shape, and the ridgo extends 
through the forehead to the hair, which is 
composed of braided cords.

VARIOUS CHINESE GODS. 
Fiss Sing is the Chinese god of literature. 
He is worshiped by all literary men. He is 
represented with one foot on the head of the 
sacred fish, and is evidently as much down on 
it as an American editor is on a fish story . 
He holds aloft in one hand a pen, which 
look s lik e a cigarette, and is made of paper. 
In the other hand is a tablet of papy rus. 
Unlik e literary men, he is very homely . 
He 
has large ears, nial has apparently just re­ 
ceived some news and is hurry ing to get it in 
tho last edition. 
His left foot is raised be­ 
hind him, as if m the act of running. 
Lui Rung is the god of thunder. Thunder 
and lightning are supposed to lie under his 
control, and he is much feared. His upper 
lip is constructed on the principle of a cow­ 
catcher. The nose is chopped off squarely at 
the bottom. Each cheek is ornamented with 
a brazen spot. His ears are large and broad, 
and above them are two large flaps lik e ele­ 
phants’ ears and m l as beets. He wears a 
golden robe and look s generally as if he were 
running against a high wind. His right 
band is raised, as if to touch off the thunder. 
Each loot has three toes, and his k nees are 
covered with mail. He is seated in a largo 
chair. 
Prin Kil Wing, the Chinese Adam, was the 
first man, according to Chinese theory . He 
•prang out of chaoe, and then remodeled the 
heavens and the earth. He is worshiped 
principally by erectera of meat sheds in 
China. He is seated squarely on a block , and 
holds one of the Chinese “diagrams,” or amu­ 
lets, in his hands, has a short sk irt about bis 
loins and a mantle on his shoulders. His 
forehead is high and streak ed with black 
paint His ears are large, face fair and his 
hair is raised in heavy lines. 
Dee-Low- 
Koon, a baldheaded, benevolent old fellow, 
with long tufts of horsehair whisk ers, is one 
of the “Been,” an imaginary species of genii, 
of men who have become ,immortal and in­ 
habit the hills. His business is to teach men 
to find the Elixir of Life (or to mak e it), or a 
medicine which confers immortality . 
THE BUDDHIST VIRGIN. 
Kevon Len is the Buddhist virgin. Bbo is 
attired in gold, has a face of the color of red 
clay , and is under a canopy with arms rest­ 
ing on a balcony . Two brother gods, with­ 
out names, have deep black faces, with 
heavy whiskers and mustaches in tufts like 
bogs in a swamp of inky water. One has his 
ey es turned downward; the other’s are dis­ 
tended as if he had just ended a severe fit of 
choking. Above the one are strung a couple 
of black key s, and the other has ornaments of 
the same kind in white metal. Nearly all the 
Chinese gods have nicely curled mustaches. 
When they have whiskers they are in the tuft 
form, stiff as porcupine quills. 
Feen-hau is the Queen of Heaven, and is 
very generally worshiped in China, espe­ 
cially by seamen. She is enshrined in every 
vessel, and has many temples on land. She 
has a gentle ex pression. There are several 
representations of her. In one she is seated 
in a large chair, completely filling it, and has 
a flat piece of wood on her head. In another 
she is represented in gold clothing, with her 
ponria wrapped in a rich mantle. She has 
large ears, with drops, holds a scepter, and 
looks like a fat China woman. Kum-y am, or 
the Goddess of Mercy , is worshiped by ail 
classes. She is a huge female in dark red, 
with large limbs, and is seated with a child 
resting on one knee. Her face has a mild ex 
pression and she is not particularly homely . 
An image of Buddha, about to be conse­ 
crated when bought, was made in Biam, and 
cost 02>$ cents in silver. The Sacred Bull is 
in marble, and is kneeling down. It is very 
heavy . No. 107 of the collection is a necklace. 
The Hindus think they cannot tell a lie when 
this is on their neck. Sing Wan Ban Poosa is 
a god of riches and is a solitary character. It 
is 
he has given the wealth of China to 
England, and he is therefore heartily despised. 
Ram, incarnation of Vishnu, is in marble. 
He was found in Sutledge river, near Lodlana, 
having been thrown there because of a broken 
arm. When an idol has a limb broken be is 
thrown away . There are four representations 
of the incarnations of Vishnu. One is the 
Boar Avatar, which is looking up, supporting 
the world on his snout He has a boar’s head 
but a man’s body . The Fish Avatar has the 
body of a fish with the head of a woman and 
four hands. He holds a scepter in his left 
tisna and is trampling on a man. Katch 
Avatar has two scepters and is four handed. 
—New York Mail and Ex press.

REVOLVING RACK FOR SMOKE BOUSE. 
Tli in revolving rack is described as fol 
lows in The American Agriculturist: The 
stout center piece may be made of either 
round or square timber; a round piece of 
pine from the woods will serve the pur­ 
pose well. 
It must- be made round, re­ 
duced at both ends and fitted into block s 
on the floor, and one at or near the ceiling. 
The spok es on which the meat is hung are 
of some strong wood, such as oak , hick ory 
or chestnut, and sixteen to twenty inches 
long, securely driven into the revolving 
comer piece. 
In hanging moat on these 
spok es, hang the heavy pieces nearest the 
center shaft, and the light pieces further 
out; so arrange the spok es as to give the 
greatest amount of hanging room. 
By 
building a chimney with two* openings in 
it, as shown in the engraving, and arrang­ 
ing a cut off just above the lirst opening, 
the smok e can lie made to fill the smok e 
house before finally passing up the chim­ 
ney , or it can be conducted directly up the 
flue.

A H o m em ad e A sh S ifter. 
In many households a very considerable 
loss occuis annually in waste of coal 
that is quite unnecessary . A prevention 
to this uncalled for waste is sifting the 
ashes and saving the cinders, most of 
which can lie burned again, while the 
ashes, if k ept under shelter in lioxes or 
barrels, may be utilized as an absorbent 
to add to the compost heap, the vaults 
and the chick en runs. 
Sifting ashes is, 
however, an exceedingly disagreeable job, 
unless suitable arrangements are made by 
which the work can be done with neatness 
and dispatch. 
An exceedingly convenient ash sifter, 
such as is shown in the cut, may be easily 
made at 
home. 
Bore holes 
near 
one end of a good, 
tight barrel, place 
two strong wires 
f across and tightly 
- ¿cl i nch them on 
■ the outside; these 
m a k e a strong 
rest for a sieve. 
Midway between 
these crass wires on one side mak e a slot in 
the barrel large enough for a handle, which 
is an inch through and fastened to the top 
edges of the sieve, notches having been 
first made in the handle to fit the sieve. 
Provide a cover, and the sifter is ready 
for use. 
After placing the ashes in the 
sieve put on the cover, and by means of 
the handle shak e brisk ly back and forth. 
There will l>e little or no dust in the oper­ 
ation. 


M arbled B e e f. 
Animals which have not been liberally 
fed while y oung and growing will never 
y ield the same quantity of marbled flesh, 
no m atter how much care may be tak en 
to fatten them when grown, as those 
which have been well fed from the be­ 
ginning. 
In short, to produce the best 
quality of beef, the cellular tissues of the 
muscle must be developed along with the 
growth of the animal by abundant food. 
The characteristics of a high quality of 
beef are briefly as follows: If lean, the 
surface of the beef is of uniform redness 
when cut across the grain; but fat de­ 
posited within the muscle will be indi­ 
cated by whitish colored points which are 
lay ers of fat around and among the 
bundles of muscular fibres. 
These indi­ 
cations are more or less strongly mark ed 
according to the am ount of fat deposited, 
and when the amount is considerable the 
lean meat look s as if overlaid with a net 
work of fat. 
Meat thus streak ed with 
fat is termed marbled. 


ASH SIFTER. 


H ow M uch P ork from a B u sh e l o f Corn ? 
The question, IIow much pork may be 
made from a bushel of corn? is an import 
ant one, but it has never been answered 
bey ond all controversy . 
In most cases 
recorded as tests of the m atter the corn 
was fed in a mixed state, with roots, po­ 
tatoes, etc., all of which mak e it difficult 
to arrive at a definite conclusion. Thomas 
I. Edge,

five pigs, of the same litter, five bushels 
of shelled corn and receiving 47 3-4 pounds 
of pork, or 9 3-5 pounds from the bushel. 
An ex periment at North Chatham, N. Y„ 
on record, gave a fraction of less than 12 
pounds of pork from a bushel of corn. 
Eleven records, kept and recorded by F. 


t). Coburn, of raw com fed in the car, 
gave an average of over 10 pounds 
pork from one bushel of com, fed in the 
ear and upon the ground. 


B u d d in g and G raft Ing. 
Next to planting y oung tree* In the 
spring, preparations ought to 
Ihj made for 
grafting the natural apple trees and other 
bearers of worthless Irtiit to be found on 
almost every farm. 
The following ached 
uh* of the modes of propagation adapted 
to different trees and fruit bearing shrubs 
will l>e found of value by novices: 
Apple and pear, budding and grafting. 
Cherry , mostly by budding, but suc­ 
ceed.1 well toy grafting, if done very early . 
Peach and nectarine, by budding only , 
at the north; often succeeds by grafting 
at the south. 
Plum, by grafting, and also by budding, 
if the stock s are thrifty . 
Apricot, mostly by budding; sofnctlmes 
by grafting. 
Almond, by budding, and sometimes b; 
grafting. 
Chestnut, by early grafting. 
W alnut, by early grafting and by an 
nual budding. 
Quince, by cutting and grafting. 


Filbert, by suck ers and lay ers. 
The 
finer sorts inay be grafted on the more 
common, which reduces the size of the 
bush and mak es them more prolific. 
Grape, by lay ers and cuttings; and, in 
rare instances, grafting is advantageom ly 
employ ed for new or rare sorts on old or 
wild stock s, producing rapid growth and 
early bearing. 
Raspberry and black lierry , by suck ers, 
cutting of roots and lay ers. 
Gooseberry and currant, by cuttings and 
sometimes by lay er:*. 
To insure good work one must have 
sharp tools and good wax. 
Ben: Perk y 
Poore, in The American Cultivator, who 
approves of the above schedule, say s to 
mak e the grafting wax by heating and 
mixing equal parts of resin, tallow and 
y ellow beeswax. 
A coat of this wax, 
about one-twentieth of an inch thick , 
spread over muslin, calico or flexible pa­ 
per, mak es an excellent covering for oui- 
door grafting, or. spread half as thick , is 
well adapted to root grafting.

Of course Abbott 
was the nominee 
of tho partial caucus. 
Spea ker Baird continues to bolt.

night ho outlined without hesitation his 
course as follows: “ I will never vote for Ab- 
bett for senator. 
My position is any man 
but Abbott. 
I will not attend any Demo­ 
cratic caucus.” 
The Republicans held their joint caucus 
Monday night and were surprised by As­ 
semblyman Corbin, of Union; Young, of 
Camden, and Hawkins, of Cumberland, re­ 
fusing to consid er Gen. tie well as their can­ 
didate for senator. 
Corbin says he has no 
personal feelings against Sewell, but that 
tho Republican party should have a new 
leader.

SUIT AGAINST BEN BUTLER. 


A V irg in ia n W a n ts « 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 for A lle g e d 
F a lso Im p r ison m e n t. 
New Y or k , 
Feb. 15.— Gen. Benjamin F. 
Butler was promptly on hand Monday in the 
United Btate3 circuit court when the suit of 
John H. Lesteg vs. the general for $100,000 
damages for false imprisonment was re­ 
sumed. The charge is that Mr. Lester went 
to Washington from his home in Richmond 
in January, 18 04, and took the oath of alle­ 
giance, and was afterwards arrested on the 
orders of Gen. Butler, then in command of 
the forces. 
Gen. Butler moved to dismiss 
the complaint on the ground that there is 
a statute which distinctly provides that no 
suit for damages for imprisonment during 
the war of the rebellion, or for any act done 
under orders of the president of the United 
States, or the secretary of war, by a military 
commander ¿ should be maintained, exoept 
such suit was commenced within two years 
from the expiration of such sentence or im­ 
prisonment. 
Counsel for the complainant said that the 
general was wrong in his law and in his 
facto. 
John E. Develin, for Gen. Butlsr, argued 
that the military commission which tried 
and sentenced Mr. Lester to ton years im­ 
prisonment was responsible for its action, 
and that Gen. Butler had nothing whatever 
to do with the case beyond designating the 
prison where Mr, Lester was taken to, and 
this he was compelled to do by law. 
Judge Coxe denied the motion to dismiss 
the complaint at 
the present time, and 
Thomas Duke, a clerk of the war depart­ 
ment at Washington, was called as the first 
witness. 
He produced several documents 
going to show that Mr. Lester took the oath

The bouse committee has a t last taken up 
the favorite idea among army men of punish­ 
ing desertion, and ho» recommended tattoo­ 
ing. 
“ Don’t call it branding.” said Gen. 
Bragg, speaking of the suggestion. 
“ No 
civilized nation used to brand a human being. 
It is bad enough to brand cattle. We recom­ 
mend tattooing. This is a practice that some 
men, sailors in particular, engage in for pure 
delight. I don’t see why it should not prove 
a good means of punishment. 
The army 
officers who study this question of desertion 
wont to tattoo every man who enlists. Then, 
if he deserts, he is already branded, or in­ 
delibly marked, and can be identified, and if 
be goes swimming can be detected. 
Tbe 
English used to brand, and later have tat­ 
tooed a big *D’ on tbe deserter’s hip. 
For a 
time it was put on the left breast. 
We think 
it should be put on the back between tbe 
shoulder blades. You see, mere tattooing 
would do no good if it is where the deserter 
can get at it and tattoo some device oyer or 
around the big ‘D* to obliterate it. 
We lmve 
begun small, so as not to excite too much 
virtuous indignation. Our ‘D’ is to lie only 
an inch long. 
It ought to be two feet on one 
man. 
Ho has deserted seventeen times. The 
fact is, some men prefer a well kept mili­ 
tary prison to garrison life. 
If congress 
should pass this tatooing law it would require 
about five pounds of India ink so supply the 
army annually. There aro about 700 deser 
tions annually, an average, you see, of about 
two tattooing» a day, Sundays included.”

I11 this way a neat 
little su m of perhaps a dollar is collected each 
month, and this is always u sed to b u y some­ 
thing to b eau tify their modest little apart­ 
ment, Last month it was a low crimson 
glob e for tho parlor lamp, and the month l>o- 
fore materials for a handsome sofa cu shion, 
made b y the oldest dau ghter. 
A you nger hou sekeeper has fou nd a way 
that is not altogether new, tlmt gives her 
many pretty articles each year. Every even­ 
ing her b etter half mu st confess how mu ch 
he has spent on cigars or tob acco, and de­ 
posit a similar amou nt in a pretty little b ox. 
If she indu lges in candy she hands hack from 
the b ox the amou nt she has spent on the 
sweets. 
For the first fou r months of her 
married life she only made ab odt 15 cents a 
day; now she collects from 40 to 50 cents 
regu larly, and as she only eats a pou nd of 60- 
cent candy a week her gains are considerab le, 
la st month they were over $14. Even 10 cents 
each day wou ld in a year amou nt to the neat 
su m of $36.50, and it seems only fair that tho 
wife shou ld b o allowed tho same amou nt for 
personal lu xu ries, especially when sho does 
not u se it in health destroying tob acco.

Overtaxing; the Nervo us 8 y steni. 
Tho terror* of nervou s prostration—that 
calamity which reems a new foe, b u t is really 
only a now name for an old one—hau nt men 
almost equ ally with women. 
It’ inen hold ou t 
longer against its approaches, which isdou b t- 
. u l, t hey su ccu mb almost hopelessly, and need 
longer for u cu re. I know you ng men of fine 


physiqu e, who, having fjr a year or two 
u ndertaken to comb ine too many anxieties— 
for instance, a b read earning occu pation and 
tho stu dy of a profession—have taken to their 
b ed in u tter helplessness and frequ ent tears, 
and remained there for years. “More pangs 
and fears than wars or women have” were 
their penalty for an over taxation of tho 
nervou s system. The fact that, as tho lifo 
insu rance companies tell u s, women 011 the 
whole ou tlive men, seems to indicate that 
their nerves, if more sensitive than those of 
men, are more elastic, and offer a b ettor re­ 
sistance to the wear and tear of events; for 
we mu st rememb er that it is not the great 
things of life which prove exhau sting, b u t the 
small ones, b ecau se these call ou t less in the 
way of resou rces to meet them, ju st as people 
take cold more readily after a warm b ath 
than after a cold one, for want of a reaction. 
“You cannot seriou sly maintain,” said a 
clever woman once to me, “that any cares of 
political or b u siness life can l>e 
so wearing, on 
the whole, as the task of cooking a dinner.” 
Then she proceeded to explain how the cook, 
Ixffore every dinner, had to deal with a dozen 
different article« of food, 110 two of which 
had to t>e prepared in the same manner, or 
manipu lated with the same tou ch, or exposed 
to the same degree and kind of heat, or cooked 
for the same length of time; that the cook 
had constantly to b e going from one to the 
other, and keeping all in mind; and that, to 
b ring them all ou t in readiness at the ap­ 
pointed time, neither u nderdone or overdone, 
neither slack b aked nor b u rned, neither too 
cold nor too hot—that this was an achieve­ 
ment worthy of demigods and heroes. And 
I was qu ite inclined, at length, to b e con­ 
vinced; certainly it was mu ch easier for me 
to own myself convinced than it wou ld have 
b een to cook tho dinner.—T. W. Higginson in 
Harper’s Bazar.

The Mexicans are adepts at expressing 
themselves b y means of Hp:s and gestu res, 
and many of them exhib it a cou rtly grace 
and profou nd gallantry which, if amu sing 
to a foreigner, is also worthy of admiration, 
A lady who has (raveled in all parts <>f the 
repu b lic anti made a stu dy of these national 
I pecu l iaritics recently dcserilied them to you r 
corn**{w>ndent, and many of her ob servations 
were very interesting. Blio said 
“When any one falls down it is cu stomary 
to call ou t; ‘Come here and I'll pick you u p,’ 
or to express the same sentiment b y a gest 
tire. The hand is held u p vertically, j>alm 
ou tward, ab ou t level with the face. The 
fingers are then lx*nt down rapidly and in tho 
direction of tho jx?rson addressed, the motion 
b eing directly the reverse of b eckoning. Toss 
ing the chin u pward docs not imply annoy­ 
ance, as In most cou ntries, or simply no, os in 
many Eu repean cou ntries. It is simply an 
equ ivalent in Mexico for ‘What do you 
wantf or ‘I don't u nderstand.’ Foreigners 
who try to rid themselves of the importu ni­ 
ties of b eggars b y this signal, natu rally in­ 
crease their trials rather than b ring them to 
a speedy termination. 
The Mexican of refinement has a very pe­ 
cu liar method of shru gging Ids shou lders. He 
raises his shou lders slightly, stretches his 
arms down at his sides, hands open and 
palms ou t, places his head a trifle on one side, 
u plifts his eyeb rows and pu lls his mou th 
down at tho comers. These elab orate mo­ 
tions signify dou b t, u ncertainty, a difference 
of opinion or ‘I told you so.’ This is tho fash­ 
ionab le manner of expressing triu mph on 1k*- 
ing proved eonv t in regard to a prophecy or 
an argu ment.

“Instead of tapping tho pocket to indicate 
money or its influ ence, t he Mexican holds u p 
his thu mb and forefinger, cu rved as if en­ 
circling a coin. Tho token or threat of cor­ 
poral pu nishment is a slight, lateral, hori­ 
zontal movement- of th • hand, similar to the 
tu rn it takes in the act of 1 .» oating eggs wdifi a 
fork. 
Tho phrase *a screw loose' is illu s­ 
trated b y n b oring motion of the index 
finger against tlr* temple, b u t indicating not 
nn ab erration cf the miru l, as with .Amer­ 
icans, b u t of the temper. 
When a Mexican 
wishes to denote a lot of people ho b rings to­ 
gether the tips of all tho fingers of 
one b u nd, 
to represent crowding. The first time I ever 
saw this gestu re—the holding u p of the hand 
vertically, and thru sting it forward two or 
three times with a repellant or protesting mo­ 
tion—was at a party, where a lady who had 
hold another’s fan du ring a dance offered to 
retu rn it, w hen the owner, seeing that her 
friend was u sing tho little implement of 
challenge, insisted that she retain it. Not n 
word was spoken—the hand said it all. The 
sam » gestu re is u sed to imply: ‘Keep you r 
seat,’ ‘Do not distu rb you rself,’ ami the like. 
“There is a sign of greeting u sed in the 
City of Mexico and the sou thern part of the 
repu b lic that I have never seen in the north 
nor on the western slope, where the b ow still 
ru les. 
At tho capital u n acqu aintance, 
whether gentleman or lady, in salu ting one of 
either sex, lifts the open hand, palm toward 
one’s self, and weaves the fingers, or often 
only the two middle ones. It rather startles 
a foreigner at first, b u t it is really a very 
pretty and gracefu l mode of greeting. I have 
ob serve« ! that it is most u sed when salu ting 
from a little distance, as across the street, 
and it 110 dou b t came into u se b ecau se of th 
density of traffic, in which the b ow might 
pass u nperceived. 
“The Mexicans are very mu ch given to 
hand shaking, and they are eminently 
friendly and cordial race. It is the fashion 
among Americans to call their politeness 
su perficial and insincere. I have not fou nd it 
so, b u t I do admit that its formality is at 
times a little inconvenient. 
For instance, 
w hen one is in haste to catch a train or meet 
an appointment, one cannot ru sh away with 
a hasty ‘So long.’ It wou ld violate tho con­ 
ventionalities to depart withou t exchanging 
the cu stomary elab orate farewells with each 
individu al memb er of the circle. Then, in 
passing throu gh a door, there is almost in­ 
variab ly a contest of cou rtesy as to who shall 
go first. 
FAREWELL DEMONSTRATION'. 
“The proper demonstration of farewell b e­ 
tween Mexican women is the light emb race, 
emphasized in the north b y each patting with 
her right hand the other's shou lder; in tin

And tho managing editor, thinking that he 
knew more ab ou t it than b is correspond! nt, 
wanted to know if the latter had attempted 
to get a hearing, and entered into a contro­ 
versy of some length afx>u t it. 
Wb « *n the celeb rated Nu tt-Du kes mu rder 
trial was terminated at Pittsb u rg a few years 
ago and Nu tt was acqu itted a prominent 
Pennsylvania newspaper management, 1**- 
lieving that the city of Washington was 
ab sorb ed with the trial, telegraphed its rep­ 
resentatives there:

“Interview President Arthu r, his cab inet 
and tho principal diplomatists of Washington 
ab ou t termination of Nu tt trial.” 
The corres|K>ndent was stu nned for n few 
seconds.

even talk for general information for tlr.. 
press. Occasionally n cab inet officer i • int« r 
viewed, b u t almost invariab ly it is u pon ; «•:•- 
sonal matters, as it is considered u ndiplomatic 
to b e interviewed on impersonal matters, or 
in reference to su b jects for official action. 
Frequ ently there are interviews pu b lished and 
credited to the president, b u t they are b ogu s. 
The only way in which the president can Ix 
qu oted on cu rrent matters is throu gh the 
third person. —Washington *Cor. Indianapolis 
Jou rnal.
